Standard Weights and Measures furnished and owned by 
the State. The Standard Weights have been tested by the 
Commissioner (in accordance with the Law) and on his advice 
I had them nickel plated at a small expense to the Town. All 
of the State equipment has been cleaned and put in first class | 
condition. 
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The work of the Sealer of Weights and Measures ‘has 
nearly doubled in the last four years. The State Commis- 
sioner now requires of the sealer more re-inspection of stores 
and of weighed out packages such as potatoes, beans, peas, 
coffee, sugar, lard, etc., than ever before. 


This re-inspection has a tendency not only to eliminate 
carelessness and possible fraud but also protects the buyer 
against dishonest dealers as well as protecting the honest 
merchant who is giving his customers correct weight. 


In compliance with section 91, chapter 57, revised laws, I 
have re-weighed thirteen loads of coal in transit. 


In view of the fact that coal scales come under severe 
strain during the busy season and that the commodity sold 
over these scales is steadily increasing in price, more time 
should be given to the weighing of coal and all coal scales 
should be inspected at least four times a year. 


Some of the coal weighings in the past year have been far 
from satisfactory. 


IcE SCALES. 


j have made a number of tests of ice scales the past year. 
In my opinion this type of scale should be tested every two 
weeks during the summer months as the best of them will not 

_ stand up to the work and strain for any length of time. 


The Law passed last year, by the Legislature, which re- 
quires that all commodities for which a legal weight has been 
established, shall be sold by weight or count entails a more 
rigid inspection of peddlers and hawkers wagons than hereto- 


fore, as scales hung on wagons get a great deal of abuse. This 
takes much more of the sealer’s time than previously. 


At the present time the Town by-law relating to peddlers 
is inoperative and many out of Town peddlers come here to 
dispose of their goods without a license. In my opinion we 
should have a strong by-law covering this particular trade. 


e The Town of Natick should require that all out of town 
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peddlers have a license and make it compulsory for them to 
have their license number and their name painted on their 
wagons. 

_I wish to extend my thanks to the Board of Selectmen for 
their co-operation and support and to all others who have as- 
sisted me in the performance of the duties of my office.

While the number of building fires is the same as last year 
the loss is about three times as much owing to the location and 
conditions of the fires when we were notified. There were 7 
total losses against 5 last year. 


We were able through the selectmen to procure the power to 
charge our batteries and also run Air Compressor at Central 
Station free of charge from the Boston & Worcester St. R. R. Co., 

which is a saving to the town of $135.00 per year. 


We recommend repairs and a new floor at South Natick 
which will cost $160.00. 


Painting and repairing Steamer 1 and Hose 1 which will 
cost $150.00.

REMARKS. 


There were nine search warrants issued in suppressing the 
illegal sale of liquors. Three were returned without serving. 
In three searches no liquor was found. 


In one case where liquor was found the defendant left the 
State. In another case a fine of fifty dollars was paid. The 
third case was dismissed for lack of evidence. 


Four warrants were issued for the illegal sale of liquors.

I would recommend that a new Police Station be provided, 
or the present one remodelled as the present accommodations 
are inadequate for the town. 


CONCLUSION. 


In concluding my report, I desire to take this opportunity 
to convey to the Honorable Board of Selectmen, Judge M. F. 
Kennedy and Town Counsel, Judge Forest N. Adams, my sin- 
cere thanks for the kind co-operation which they have extended 
to me in the performance of the duties of this office. Also, I 
wish to thank the officers of this Department for their excel- 
lent work in the regular discharge of their duties.

Your Commissioners herewith submit their ninth annual 
report for the year ending January 31st, 1914. 


LINCOLN PARK. 


This small park is in good order, the trees and shrubs have 
made a good growth and the turf is in excellent condition. 

gh COOLIDGE ‘PLAYGROUND. 

The grading and seeding has been finally completed, 
bleachers have been erected to seat three hundred spectators, 
and the town has now an excellent field for athletics, well 
graded, level and airy. 


THE COMMON. 

Granolithic walks have been laid on the east and south 
sides of the Common. More benches have been added for the 
convenience of the public and the spaces between the walks and 
the curb have been neatly sodded. Additional lights have been 
placed as recommended by the Commissioners, and the Com- 
mon now presents a neat and attractive appearance. 


~ WASHBURN SQUARE. 
No changes have been made in this small park which re- 
mains in fairly good order. 
COOLIDGE HILL. 
This hill still remains free from pests and forest fires, and 
it is only to be regretted that the public take so little advan- 


tage of it. 
DUG tPOND, 


A new bridge and walk have been made into the Park from 


64 


Maple Avenue and another walk is to be constructed from Pond 
Street opposite Dell Park. Underbrush has been removed 
from the north side, making it available from the street car 
line for recreation purposes. Life saving appliances have been 
placed at stations near the pond and additional benches have 
been added. The bathing beaches have been newly sanded 
this fall and greatly improved. The bathing has been enjoyed 
as usual by large numbers and the use of the park seems 
steadily increasing. 


HUNNEWELL PLAYGROUND. 


This playground has been greatly used by the boys es- 
pecially during the base ball season. The swings were in con- 
stant use, and the field kept in good order. An electric light 
should be placed inside the playground near the swings another 
year. 


OLD TOWN PARK. 


This park has been unusually attractive during the past 
year and abundant rains in the early summer kept the grass 
and shrubs in excellent condition on this sunny slope. So much 
trouble has been experienced by the washing of the path by the 
river side, that this spring a cement curb was laid to keep the 
path from being washed away and beyond the cement curb, 
sand was dumped into the river to form a beach. The result 
has been successful, not only has there been no trouble in keep- 
ing the path in good order, but the appearance of the park has | 
been improved by this treatment. Next spring more sand 
should be carted in to increase the size of the beacli. The 
entrance at the large gate has been provided wit a cement 
base to prevent the heavy rains from washing the path and 
life saving appliances have also been provided.

The year 1913 has proven to be a busy one for the Over- 
seers of the Poor. The board has had more applications for 
aid in the latter part of the year than they expected, owing 
to the depressed conditions of business, especially was this true 
of persons who have settlement in other towns. The ex- 
penses for this class of applicants alone have trebled, as will 
be seen in the report. This money will of course be reimbursed 
to the town, and a good part of it has been already. Another; 
factor in the increased activity of this department has been 
the new Dependent Mothers Pension Act, which has been sad- 
dled onto the Poor Department. We have some 13 cases of 
this sort so far on our books and the work of attending to them 
is quite considerable, as is also the extra expense, which falls 
on this department. 


For these reasons the expenses of this department have 
increased to a great extent, although the net cost of the Poor 
has only increased about $500.00. 

This year the Overseers of the Poor will have to look for 


a new wood lot, the wood, now cut and sawed at the Farm, 
getting very low. This wood was purchased on the’ stump 
for a very low sum seven years ago, was cut by the farm help 
and we consider it was the best bargain ever made in that line. 


For all these reasons the Department will be obliged to ask 
for an increased appropriation the coming year. 


We have provided homes for several children. One case we 
were obliged to send to the hospital for Epileptics at Monson, 
and from the reports of the Physicians at the institution we are 
in hopes that the boy, who had the disease in its worst form, 
will eventually be cured and returned to his family. 


One great item of expense in this Department has always 
been caused by the desertion of Husbandsy who for one reason 
or another leave their famliles in distress. A good many of 
these cases have come before us, and we are now happy to say 
that through our efforts several of these men were brought be- 
fore the court and made to pay for the support of their families, 
one being ordered to pay his wife and 4 small children $11.00 
per week. 


There would be more prosecutions if we could get hold of 
these men, whose whereabouts as a rule are unknown. 


The farm shows the effects of careful management, al- 
though the receipts this year have fallen somewhat behind those 
of last year. 


Dry weather and early frosts have hurt the crops consider- 
ably, especially where the land is very light and sandy, as 1s 
the case at the farm. 


The inmates seem to be getting along as good as can be ex- 
pected, considering their age and infirmities attending thereto. 


There have been three deaths at the Home, two from old 
age and one from cancer. 
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The improved condition of the Farm and the House under 
the management of the present warden and matron, Mr and 
Mrs B. J. Carrol, is apparent and the Overseers of the Poor do 
again, as they have done all these years, invite the citizens of 
Natick to show their interest in the welfare of the Town in 
general, by visiting the Farm as often as possible, and seeing 
for themselves what great improvements have been made in 
the last ten years. 


All will be welcomed heartily, and every opportunity given 
them to inspect the place inside and out.

I hereby submit to your board my report as Town Physi- 
cian from March 15th, 1913, to February 1st, 1914. 


The total number of calls made 183, divided as follows: 
Inside Patients 79 
Outside Patients 61 
Office Calls | 43 

There were two deaths at the Town Home due mainly to 
illness incidental to old age. Three deaths of outside patients, 
one at the State Hospital, two at Leonard Morse Hospital, and 
one birth. 

One patient, a hospital case, refused advice. I have in- 
spected the Town Home at different times, and conditions there 
that can be desired. The food is good and wholesome and the 
rooms are well kept and warm, adapted to the needs of most 
of the patients who are advanced in years. 

I desire especially to thank the matron for the many cour- 
tesies shown me during the year, and for the thorough manner 
in which all my orders were carried out. 

I commend your board for the promptness in which cases, 
needing medical attendance, were reported, and thank the mem- 
bers for the valuable assistance given at all times

GYPSY AND BROWN TAIL MOTH 
REPORT 


The Local Commissioner herewith presents his annual re- 
port for the year ending January 31st, 1914. | 


The gypsy moth has, I believe, diminished in numbers, and 
the wood lots are in better condition than they have been for 
some time. This improvement is due mainly to the great in- 
crease in numbers of an imported Calysoma beetle which feeds 
on the gypsy caterpillars. During the last few years this beetle, 
set out by the state, has spread throughout the wood lots, and 
if he continues to survive our winters, will, I hope, prove in- 
valuable. 


Unfortunately the Brown-tail moth has greatly increased, 
and although Natick is much more free from pests than most 
of our neighboring towns, yet in the northwestern part of the 
town, especially near Lake Cochituate, the conditions are very 
bad indeed. Spraying for this pest is difficult as he begins his 
work before the leaves are fully out, and we are obliged to rely — 
on cutting off and burning the nests, which hang conspicuously 
on the ends of the branches. This work is comparatively easy 
on the small fruit trees, but when the nests are formed on the 
tall white oaks in our wood lots, the work becomes almost im- 
possible. No imported enemy has been, so far, of any use, and 
we can only wait for some new parasite to help us. The work 
of the Commissioner was made more difficult this spring, by the 
men striking, just at the moment when their services were most 
needed, at the beginning of the spraying season. 


Fortunately, the two foremen stuck to their post, new men

were secured and the work was done without a serious loss of 
time. The Local Commissioner takes pleasure in recording 
the faithfulness of the two foremen who made it possible to 
accomplish the necessary spraying and to save the trees from 
great injury.

The Tree’ Warden herewith submits his annual report for 
the year ending January 31, 1914. 


In the death of Patrick Lucey, the Town has met with a 
severe loss. .He had charge of all the work connected with 
the street trees since the begining of the Tree Warden’s office 
in 1897, and he has never failed to do everything intrusted to 
him, honestly and faithfully. He will be greatly missed not 
only by the Tree Warden, but by all who came in contact with 
him. 


The work of the Tree Warden varies but little. The usual 
number of small trees were set out, dead trees were removed, 
and as much trimming and removal of dead wood was done, as 
the appropriation would allow. The purchase of a third power 
sprayer made the necessary spraying for the Elm Leaf Betle 
easier, and now that the Town is well provided with sprayers, 
this pest can be kept under control on the street trees.

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BOARD OF HEALTH 


The following. report is herewith submitted by the Board. 


*The Board organized in March, electing Dr. A. A. Law- 
rence, Chairman and Thomas F. Morris, Secretary. Meeting 
nights on Tuesday of each week. | 


~ We find that there has been far more work for the Board 
to do in the year past than in previous years. Pegan Brook 
has given the Board a great deal of trouble and we would sug- 
gest that the Town appropriate a sum of money to have this 
brook thoroughly cleaned. The sum of $150 was appropriated 
last year to lay pipe on Morse Street, to give this section proper 
drainage. Civil Engineer W. W. Wight went over the ground. 
and reported to our Board that the sum. appropriated. was. 
sufficient to cover but one third of the distance; therefore. 
nothing was done and’ we must have an extra appropriation. to.. 
do this work. 


The brook which runs through the Randall property on 
West Central Street has been a continuous source of complaint, 
but the Town Counsel has.advised our Board that the abuttors_ 
must look after this work of cleaning same. 


_ We have four inspectors working in our Department. 
The plumbing Inspectors have had a busy year, making 134, 
_ inspections and condemning but few. Those condemned were 
promptly made right. Our Provision Inspector has accom- 
plished more work this year than formerly, and has found a 
great deal of food unfit for sale, which he ordered destroyed. 
The milk Inspector has done very little work this year owing 
to ill health. | 


As usual, we have had a great many contagious diseases ; 
tuberculosis being the worst to contend with, from a pecuniary 
point of view. As in previous years, Mr. P. A. Dolan has ren- 
dered great aid to our Board, by allowing us to make his store 
a depot from remedies required in contagious cases. 


The garbage question has been a hard one to contend with 
this year. In past years the contractors have paid the Town 
$30.00 for the privilege of collecting the garbage, but this year 
we could find no contractor who was willing to do the work 
without compensation. 


Our Board purchased a horse and wagon for which we ex- 
pended the sum of two hundred dollars, the horse having con- 
tracted glanders had to be killed. The State paid us Fifty 
Dollars for the horse and we sold the wagon, as we were un- 
able to get men to do the work properly. 


We find upon inquiry that other towns have contracted 
for this work and after consulting the Town Counsel, we en- 
tered into a contract with John Morris and John Burke to do 
this work paying them $250.00 each and find that they have 
performed their work satisfactorily up to date. As no appro- 
priation was made for this work, it will be necessary to ask 
for an appropriation to cover this expense. 


There are many cases where persons have not as yet 
connected with the sewer and these people will be notified that 
unless this matter is attended to we will be compelled to bring 
action against them. 


Our Board finds that we have on our hands this year, un- 
paid bills to the amount of $366.37, which were contracted in 
1912: 


Previous Boards have had a separate report printed 
yearly but we find this to be an unnecessary expense and have 
discontinued this practice. 


We have been unfortunate in the fact that owing to ill 
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health our Chairman, Dr. A, A. Lawrence found it necessary to 
resign from the Board, and Mr. W. H. McCordick now occu- 
pies the seat made vacant by his resignation.

We would call attention to the 
results of the Courtis tests in Arithmetic, as detailed in his re- 


port, which show the high standing of our schools. 


We congratulate the citizens upon the completion of the 
New High School building, which will provide modern and 
well equipped accommodations to our youth for many years to 
come; and we extend our thanks to the Building Committee 
for their tireless efforts and self-sacrificing interest in the 
erection of so useful and ornamental a structure. 


The citizens will probably be called upon in the near future 
to make an appropriation for additional equipment for the 
building ; as we have not included in our present estimates any 
allowance for this purpose.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


Members of the School Committee: 


It givs me pleasure to present my third annual report be- 
ing the ninetenth of the series for the Town. 


“Natick was founded originally as an educational experi- 
ment. Eliot, its founder, anticipated many things in educa- 
tion that we deem wholly modern. He had vocational training 
and moral instruction in his great community school, here, for 
the Indians, 250 years before they obtained their vogue in the 
present day. 


With an origin and tradition such as this we naturally ex- 
pect a strong educational spirit in Natick. This spirit is exem- 
plified in a number of ways. First, by the attendance at school 
and the continuance in school of our pupils. In an examina- 
tion made two years ago, we found but two towns in Massa- 
chusetts that equaled or surpassed Natick in percentage of 
pupils enrolled in the High School. The attendance in our 
schools has been steadily improving until absence except for the 
most urgent reasons is a rarity. Several times the past year 
rooms have gone an entire month without absence or 
tardiness. 


Our devotion to education is shown by the spirit of our 
town meeting, where money is voted for the School Depart- 
ment without protest or question despite our high tax rate. 
We may remark just here that only a little over seven dollars 
per thousand of our tax rate is expended for schools, and our 
new High School building, which in the public mind excuses 
the high rate, adds about one dollar to it. 


The educational spirit of our town is shown by the pro- 
gressiveness of our schools. It is a striking fact that we have 
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anticipated many of the more recent legal enactments for 
schools. The sanitary drinking fountains were placed in our 
schools a year prior to the law making them compulsory. Or~+ 
paper towels anticipated the abolition of the roller towel by 
one year. We have always interpreted the Compulsory School 
Law to mean that children under sixteen years of age must 
return to school at once when they ceased to be regularly em- 
ployed. The new law passed by the Legislature of 1913, makes 
this mandatory. Fire extinguishers were installed in the 
schools a year ago and we understand that their installation 
will soon be required by law. 


The completion of the new High School building marks a 
distinct epoch in the educational development of Natick. If 
the new building is all that we hope for, it will be a school and 
community center that will mark advancement to a distinctly 
higher plane. This new building is the culmination of a ser- 
ies of advances in our school work that the members who have 
served during the past few years on the School Committee may 
well be proud. 


= 


During the past four years of my administration in Na- 
tick, the wages of the grade teachers have been increased by 
percentages ranging from 10 to 18 per cent. The wages of the 
High School teachers have been increased 14 to 20 per cent. The 
special teachers have been given advances ranging from 11 to 
40 per cent. The janitors have received increased pay ranging 
from 11 to 20 percent. These increases have been accompanied 
by a higher standard of work for our teachers and increased 
service by our janitors. 


a) 


The course of study has been definitely outlined in each. 
subject taught, from the first year of the primary grade to the 
graduating class of the High School. This course has been 
typewritten and presented to each teacher. These outlines - 
were copied in triple spacing and handed to the teachers with 
the suggestion that they interline them with such suggestions. 
as their experience and, judgment dictated. These will be col- 
lected at the end of the school term and such suggestions..as 
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seem valuable will oe incorporated i in the course. 


The work of the special teachers, in Drawing, Manual 
Training, Sewing, Cooking and Music, has been carefully out- 
lined by the teachers in charge. This work in the Manual 
Training and Domestic Arts Departments has been extended 
to include the High School pupils, with excellent results. In 
Drawing, the course has been somewhat modified this year. 
We felt that artistic expression was being sought too much 
through work with the brush and pencil, which does not suit 
the tastes and capacities of all the pupils, hence greater choice 
in work of a purely constructive character has been given this 
year. 

A course of study has been outlined for our Evening 
School. Each year Grammar School diplomas are issued to 
worthy young men and women who have the industry and am- 
bition to complete the course. Typewriting and Shorthand 
have been added to the Evening School course and 29 pupils 
were enrolled in this one department this year. 7 


A teature of our new course of study is the local work in 
ilistory. Historical study begins in the supplementary read- 
ing of the fourth grade. In the fifth and sixth grades we make 
brief biographical studies of the noted personages belonging to 
the different periods of our country’s history. In the seventh 
grade we study the history of Natick, its founding, the begin- 
ning and development of its public institutions and industries. 


Each pupil in this grade is taken on an excursion through 
the town visiting the museums and points of interest, both his- 
torical and literary, under a competent guide. In connection 
with this work, we feel indebted to Capt. S. W. Mann who each 
year lectures in G. A. R. Hall, to the seventh grade pupils on 
Natick’s part in the Civil War, and exhibits that most inter- 
esting collection of relics which has been accumulated there. 


This is supplemented each year by an automobile excur- 
sion to Concord and Lexington, which is open to all pupils that 
ameet certain standards of scholarship and general excellence. 


ay 
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Last year 140 pupils were taken in automobiles which were 
kindly donated by Natick citizens. 


In all the grades Penmanship has been emphasized. The 
free-arm method, using loose paper instead of copy books has 
been used. This system is the most economical one from a 
monetary standpoint. The only expense aside from paper, pens, 
ink, etc., is the instruction book, costing sixteen cents, which 
lasts a pupil three years. The great consideration, of course, 
is efficiency in teaching penmanship. We have adopted a care- 
fully cutlined and supervised course that enables the pupils 
ty gradtal steps to acquire rapid legible handwriting. Over 
ene hundred pupils received diplomas in Penmanship last year. 


Speiling has been emphasized. If mastery of a spelling 
book will make good spellers, we will have them. The thor- 
oughness of the work is remarkable. In 590 spelling papers of 
25 words each handed in by the “B” section of the nintk grade 
last year, during a certain month, 573 were perfect. We teach 
spelling on the theory that good spelling is a knack or art ac- 
quired by the practice in mastering the spelling of words, rather 
than the accumulation of a mass of words, the spelling of 


which the child has mastered and tries to remember. 


Our work in Arithmetic was tested out last year through 
the Courtis tests under the supervision of Mr. Courtis, per- 
‘sonally. These tests have been applied in nearly all the large 
school systems of the country. The following table gives the 
results in Natick as well as Natick’s relative rank in arith- 
metical work in comparison with Boston. The showing is not 
only flattering, but really remarkable, and should be examined 
carefully by every one interested in Natick’s Schools. 
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Much advance has been made in the art of vocal music, 
under the efficient superivision of Mr. Mason. The Weaver 
system, introduced two years ago, has resulted in great advance 
in the individual ability of the pupils and of the classes in 
chorus singing. 


Within the period of which we are speaking, a regular 
teacher of sewing has been employed. This is a form of Man- 
ual Training for girls, that is at once, entirely practical and at 
the same time fulfills all the theoretic purposes of Manual 
Training. The subject is required in the sixth and seventh 
erades, and in all the grades is taught according to a definitely 
outlined course. Any girl who completes it ought to be able — 
to look after the simple family sewing of the home. 


In the eighth and ninth grades, tHe girls receive instruc- 
tion in cooking and marketing and the care of the kitchen, 
under the excellent instruction of Miss Sprout. The compet- 
itive exhibits with surrounding towns at the South Middlesex 
Fair have demonstrated the great efficiency of our girls instruc- 
tion in both cooking and sewing. It need scarcely be sug- 
gested how much it is doing to train efficient, intelligent, home- 
keepers for the next generation. Both of these departments 
will be housed in our new High School building. 


Another pre-eminently practical study that tends toward 
right and healthful living, is Physiology and Hygiene, with es- 
pecial reference to the evil effects of alcohol and narcotics. No 
child will graduate from the grammar schools of Natick, who 
can say that he has not been warned by his teachers in a defi- 
nite course through the grades concerning the danger to health 
and character from indulgence in the twin evils of whiskey 
and tobacco. , | 


In addition to this, he is taught personal cleanliness, the 
importance of pure air, food and water, the avoidance of con- 
tagious diseases, the hygiene of home life, the care of the teeth, 
hair, nails, etc., the importance of exercise, deep breathing, 
proper carriage, etc. We have put this course on a definite 
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basis with text-books in the hands of the pupils and with a 
definitely outlined course in the curriculum. No subject is of 
more practical importance. We believe every child in Natick 
will acknowledge his debt to us for this in after life. For the 
last two years we have followed the custom of having lectures 
to the children on the care of the teeth. Pledges for reguiar 
cleansing have been distributed, and tooth-paste and tooth- 
brushes at nominal cost have been given to each pupil. 


Medical inspection has been placed on a more exact and 
satisfactory basis. There is kept on file a permanent card for 
each child, giving a detailed record of his physical condition 
each year, as found by the school physician’s examination. 
Definite quarantine rules have been adopted and disinfection 
and isolation have reduced the contagious diseases to a 
minimum. 


As an adjunct or outgrowth of this study of Hygiene, 
ye have organized in all the sixth grades in Natick, societies 
called Natick Juvenile Leagues. 


The members of this League voluntarily look after the 
condition of the grounds and buildings of the schools and the 
adjacent streets. They discountenance the scattering of paper, 
fruit rinds or other debris in improper ' places and make it a 
rule to collect all such and deposit it in the proper receptacle. 
We have provided garbage cans and by personal interest and 
encouragement, have fostered this league. The League in the 
Wilson School has organized a Moth Commission with Edward 
McCarthy as Superintendent. This Commission, to date, Feb- 
ruary 5, 1914, has destroyed 768 Browntail Moth nests and 
4583 egg clusters of the tent caterpillars. Every year the 
officers of the various leagues meet in our office. Each league 
‘makes 3, report of the work of the year. Comments | on the 
reports ‘and suggestions are ‘then. made by the Superintendent. 
Light refreshments usually round out a very pleasant hour 
with these future good citizens. 
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Within the last year, we have completed installing the. 
National System of keeping pupil’s records. Each pupil has a 
card in the Superintendent’s office, as well as in the class room. 
These cards show his standing and progress through the 
schools. We have, of course, the discharge and report cards 
of the system and also the attendance sheets, wherein the en- 
tire record of the pupil in attendance, deportment, and class 
work may be filed and kept conveniently as a permanent rec- 
ord. This system is recommended by both the National Bu- 
reau of Education and the State Authorities. 


We have also installed in the office the system of book- 
keeping recommended by the State in addition to the old 
method that was in vogue when we came. A record of the 
books and supplies used in each building is also kept on file. 


Not the least of our improvements has been the employ- 
ment of an office clerk to take charge of these various records, 
to keep the oftice open throughout the day, to answer all tele- 
phone calls and requests for supplies, etc. that come constantly 
from the various buildings and teachers. Telephones installed 
in the office and larger school buildings have helped centralize 
our work very much. 


CREDIT FOR HOME WORK 


We have been trying to devise a plan by which we might 
recognize and give some credit for the industry and helpful- 
ness, of the child in the home. This work is educational and 
ethical and may possibly subtract somewhat from the child’s 
time and energy in actual school work. Therefore it should 
be considered. We will probably ask each parent to give a 
mark representing the child’s efficiency, willingness and help- 
fulness in home work. 


SCHOOL GARDENING 


School gardening is a form of home industry that is es- 
pecially emphasized. “Back to the Farm,” is becoming, in this 
day of high prices, a necessary rather than a sentimental mat- 
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ter. Over 500 children started home gardens the past year. 
About 300 carried them through the summer. An inspector 
employed by a local organization visits and inspects these gar- 
dens and prizes are awarded to the most successful workers. 
In the Framingham Fair, 59 of these young gardeners received 
prizes for their products. 


During this winter about twenty boys and girls have 
joined the Poultry Club, organized by the State Department of | 
Agriculture. A State inspector will visit the henneries of each 
pupil. The outcome of this work remains to be seen. 


Tree planting is encouraged. Each year the schools are 
canvassed, and all boys and girls desiring shade trees to plant 
are presented with them by the Village Improvement Society. 
Each year over 1000 trees have been planted by the children. 
The influence of the planting and subsequent sense of owner- 
ship in these trees will have on the children in begetting a 
love for trees is incalculable. 


OUR TEACHING CORPS 


Four years ago when an increase in salaries was voted to 
the Natick teachers, it was with the purpose and with the dis- 
tinct pledge that it be used to maintain and raise the teaching 
standard of our schools. We have struggled continually to 
fulfill that pledge. We have insisted that the welfare of the 
pupils was the paramount consideration in choosing a teacher 
and have adhered to it at any sacrifice of personal advantage 
and political expediency. 


We believe that we have fulfilled our pledge to raise the 
teaching standards and that the standard of teaching and 
teachers is at a considerably higher level. It is quite the usual 
thing now to see teachers and supervisors here studying our 
methods and organization. Within the last week we have had 
five requests from the Framingham Normal pupils to be al- 
lowed to do practice teaching under the oversight of our teach- 
ers. ‘This is the first time that such requests have been made. 
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Simmons College has one member of its Senior Class here dur- 
ing this year observing and assisting in the Domestic Science 
work. | 

In dealing with the Special Supervisors and the Principals 
of buildings, we have left them largely to their individual initia- 
tive. We have upheld them in matters of discipline, have fur-. 
nished them with the necessary supplies and equipment and 
then have demanded results. This has resulted splendidly. 
We have seen these teachers grow under the combined influence 
of opportunity and responsibility. During each of ‘the past 
two years we have sent out a Principal into a responsible 
Superintendency, while several others have left us at different 
times for highly responsible positions. | 


EVENING INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL 


A most gratifying, development in our various school ac- 
tivities has been our Evening Industrial School. This year is: 
the first vear that it has been definitely taken under state super- 
vision. The law recently passed, Chapter 106, of the acts of 
1912, has made it possible to meet the conditions for such a 
school. An Advisory Committee, consisting of William 
Naphen, Esq., Miss Susie T. Sprout, Miss Maude Belcher, 
Miss Katharine McManus and Miss Flora B. Rice, has been 
chose. The Advisory Committee and the Superintendent 
met Mr. Robert Small, Mr. Chas. R. Allen and Mrs. Eva 
W. White, of the State Board of Education in the Super- 
intendent’s office, and outlined a scheme of work. Miss 
Minnie J. Snyder was approved as teacher of sewing and Miss 
Myrtle Markham as teacher of millinery, and Miss Louise 
Cummings as teacher of sewing and dressmaking. Ninety 
pupils were enrolled in cooking, about 25 in sewing, and 20 in 
millinery. 


The efficiency of these classes has been praised most 
highly by the State Board agent. He has recognized as legiti- 
mate expenses for the conduct of this school, the sum of $816.29 
$232,000 of this allowance for supervision. As the Superin- 
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tendent gets no additional allowance from the town for this 
work, the sum represents clear.gain to the town. By this and 

other allowances for expenses that would have to be incurred 
_ anyway, the school costs the town very little, while our adult 
young women are able to. obtain a practical training, that is 
most valuable indeed. 


The success of the school in a’small town like Natick has 
caused many inquiries concerning it to be sent to the Superin- 
tendent, and he has been asked to discuss this work at various 
educational gatherings that have been held recently. 


OVERCROWDING IN THE SCHOOLS |: 


If the New or the Old High School building can accommo- 
date the ninth grade pupils, it will solve a problem .of over- 
ane that has become very annoying. 


thy Our. intermediate grades are the worst .sufferers. The 
Felchy ille, the Oak Grove, the Nathan Rice, the Bacon, and 
the Harty, ard Schools are crowded to the limit of their capacity. 
The intermediate. grades in the Wilson School are also over- 
crowded, 


Where a Eire cher has but one grade, as in the Wilson 
School a larger number of pupils can be handled with less ef- 
fort on the part of the teacher, but where the teacher has two 
distinct grades in a room with from 25 to 30 pupils in a grade, 
making over 50 children in all, the strain is too great on the 

teacher, and the time the teacher can devote to each individual 
pupil is entirely too limited to do justice to the pupils. A 
teacher with 50 pupils has during the school day less than 5 
minutes for each pupil. In one. room where the teacher has 
52 pupils, we found on enumeration that 14 pupils were below 
normal capacity in mastering their school work. These particu- 
lar pupils need much individual attention. If justice is done 


them, you see how absurdly inadequate the time is which is 
left for the remaining pupils. : 


If the ninth grade could be taken from the Wilson School, 
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I would advise bringing all the eighth grades to that building, 
thus diminishing the enrollment in the other schools; we could 
also establish two additional rooms that would relieve all teach- 
ers in the intermediate grades of attempting to teach more than 
40 pupils. Probably one of these additional rooms could be 
used to segregate the pupils who are not quickand apt in their 
school work, so that a good deal of individual attention could 
be given them and the regular teachers as well as the pupils in 
their care could be relieved of the burden, which the instruc- 
tion of these pupils in their regular rooms, entails. 


THE SCHOOL CENSUS: 


The School Census has been taken, hitherto, by a person 
who collected the data, set it down in a book, collected the fees 
and straightway forgot the matter. No person can visit the 
homes of the pupils, talk with the parents, without accumulat- 
ing a quantity of first-hand information that is invaluable to 
a Superintendent concerning the children and their home con- 
ditions. 


Under the old method of recording the data‘in a book, we 
had a record that was complete or trustworthy for only a short 
time. By compiling a card catalogue of this information, the 
cards could be removed or new cards could be added as pupils 
left or were added to our enrollment and thus it could be kept 
complete and up to date at all times. To do this, this year it 
was necessary that the Superintendent take the School Census. 


His experience has demonstrated the wisdom of the plan. 
To cite one instance of financial saving; he has been able to 
effect a saving in tuition charges paid by Natick to other towns 
this year in comparison with previous years of over $150.00. 


In Wellesley Park, he found a strong sentiment in favor 
of a school there. One of the promoters of the place was about 
to head a movement to secure one. 


In his visit to each home, the Superintendent convinced 
the parents that it was much better to place the children, even 
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the smallest, on the Boston & Worcester cars to attend one of 
the established schools in Natick rather than have the disad- 
vantages of a little one-roomed building, even though it were 
close at hand. Instead of having them attend the Bacon 
School which necessitated considerable walk from the car line, 
he permitted them to attend the Harvard School and the Wil- 
son School where the cars carry them practically to the very 
doors. He promised to use his influence to have the car-fare 
paid the entire year. This will not amount to one-tenth of the 
expense of a separate building for them. This promise I now 
fulfill by respectfully endorsing this plan of payment of car- 
fare to the School Committee. 


In numberless ways the information gained at the homes 
of the children has been of service this year. One incident 
may serve as an illustration. In the advanced room of one of 
the schools the Superintendent noticed that one little girl was 
tardy frequently and very irregular in attendance. On inquiry, 
the teachers, who were both new this year, informed him that 
the mother of this little girl was blind and this excused her 
absence. He recalled meeting the mother in taking the census 
and knew that she had her eye-sight. This information im- 
parted to the teachers stopped further delinquency. 


SUPERVISED PLAYGROUNDS. 


The increasingly artificial conditions under which chil- 
dren live at present and in the immediate future necessitates 
greatly increased care and supervision over them. This su- 
pervision should be extended even to their sports during school 
intermissions. 


Supervised play is a feature in the school work of many 
up-to-date school systems. If it is too highly organized and 
artificial, and planned according to what the teachers or su- 
pervisors thinks the children wish to play, it is very likely to 
become distinctly mechanical and lack that spontaneity that 
characterizes all enjoyable and really beneficial play. 
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One system of school made the sports at recess as much of 
a bug-bear to the children as are the most difficult studies 
during the actual school session; the children were forced to 
play games that were so artificial that it had become distinctly 
irksome to the pupils. A teacher cannot supervise strange 
sports for the ciiidren to advantage unless she enters them 
heartily and enjoys them with her pupils. We have not laid 
down any definite rules concerning the teacher’s supervision of 
sports, bur have suggested and encouraged them with the idea 
that the teachers who had sufficient vitality and youth to really 
enjoy the work, would supervise it. 
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This has worked out very well in many of the buildings. 
Folk-dancing is a form of supervised play that is most enjoy- | 
able and beneficial to the children. It is adapted to all the chil- 
dren and trains the body into harmonious, graceful movement. 
Practically all of our primary teachers have taken physical 
training in the class for folk-dancing this year and some of 
them have become experts 1n training the children in this art. 


One unfortunate thing will continue as long as we close 


the schools for two months in the summer is the lack of su- 


pervision of the children during these summer months. Our 


school grounds and school buildings should be available at these 
times for the children’s sports. ‘This necessitates the employ- 
nent of a supervisor and through contributions of many pub- 
lic spirited citizens as well as the town itself, three supervised 
playgrounds were maintained last summer. The playground 
most largely patronized was the one at the Oak Grove School, 
with the possible exception of Natick Town Park. 


With the new gymnasium in the High School building, a 
supervisor should be employed for the entire year to look after 


the sports and physical training of the children. He could use 


the gymnasium in winter and have charge of the playgrounds 
in summer. 


THE DRIFT IN EDUCATION. 


We have sketched briefly the progress and development of 
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our school system during four years. Where does this devel- 
opment tend? What is the school of the future? 


The school of the future will be primarily a school for 
children. It will minister to the tastes, desires and interests 
of the children at that particular time of their life. Today we 
educate for the future. We teach tired little folks, who re- 
joice, if perchance they have a dime or a nickel in their pock- 
ets, to calculate long and intricate problems in compound in- 
terest and partial payments, with the idea that they may, need 
it in after life. The only apology needed for crowding any 
subject, however heavy or distasteful on the curriculum, is the 
bare suggestion that they may need it in mature life. Yet if 
education is growth and development, is not this educational 
process as fallacious as it would be to crowd the stomach with 
food unneeded, distasteful and indigestible, to provide for the 
needs of the body in future years. 


In the school of the future, the children will study and do 
those things that immediately interest them. They will not 
be burdened by the bug-a-boo of the future. How little appeal 
the future makes even to people in mature life! How little 
we use the processes, languages and information laboriously 
amassed in childhood. 


The child of the future will be largely educated through 
games, through activity encouraged rather than suppressed, 
through life in the open air rather than in a cramped seat or a 
crowded school-room. 


School will be largely controlled and conducted by the 
children themselres. Whatever interests childhood will be 
collected there. The furniture will be built by the older boys. 
Lunches will be prepared by the older girls. Every need of 
childhood will be recognized as an avenue for that child’s edu- 
cation. Restraint will be a thing of the past and discipline will 
be forgotten. The graduates of these schools will go out good 
morally, strong and healthy physically, and active mentally 
rather than tagged with a list of subjects mastered and a sche- 
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dule of information gained at the expense of much that is best 
and essential in life. re, 


Much of the Superintendent’s work is unseen and un- 
noticed. Its manifestation is apparent only years afterward 
in the life and character of his pupils. He too often is judged 
by things having no relation to his actual efficiency or real 
worth. Yet his only ideal should be the children’s welfare and 
his only expectation of reward should be to have the conscious- 
ness of their happiness and advancement and to receive their 
smiles of greeting as he passes among them. 


SPECIAL RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The following recommendations state some needs of the 
Department which I leave to your consideration and judgment 
for final adoption. 


I would recommend that the appropriation for Evening 
School be increased $500.00, making the total $1,000.00. 


— 


The present appropriation runs the school but thirty-four 
nights. Natick, according ‘to the assessors’ census, has passed 
the 10,000 mark, beyond which we are required to maintain an 
evening school. The period of instruction should be length- 
ened by a ten week period following Christmas. We have 
some responsibility for the 150 foreign youth, illiterates in 
English, who make their homes among us. From a moral. 
standpoint, how infinitely preferable it is to have these youths 
in an evening schoel to loitering about on the streets, frequent- 
ing questionable resorts and learning vicious habits. 


I would recommend the appropriation of $2000.00 for con- 
tingencies and equipment in our new High School building. 
When we occupy it, there will be a multitude of things not now 
anticipated that it will be necessary to provide. We have spent: 
a large sum of money in providing a gymnasium and a manual 
training room. The money invested is a distinct loss unless 
the rooms are equipped. The suggestion has been made that 
we trust to private philanthropy for equipment for these de- 
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| partments.. There will be abundant fields in addition to this. 


Q for private philanthropy. We will need a piano for the hall, 


a lantern and reflectoscope, a phonograph, a moving picture 
machine, reference books, encyclopedias, etc., for the reading 
room. These will probably make a stronger and more direct 
appeal to the generosity of the alumni and general public, than 
the gymnasium and manual training equipment and further- 
more are necessities in our up-to-date High School. 


I would recommend $500.00 to relieve congestion in the 
intermediate grades by the employment of a special teacher. 


I would recommend the increase of the amount appropri- 
ated for school physicians to at least $300.00. I think that 
$50.00 of this should be used in employing a physician resident 
in So. Natick, for the Eliot School. By the new employment 
law greatly increased duties are imposed on the school physi- 
cian. A more rigid observance of medical inspection law has 
added much additional work. We should not expect men to 
assume this additional burden without additional compensation. 


I would recommend provision to be made for fire escapes 
at the Wilson School. 


I would recommend an appropriation that would enable 
the Superintendent to employ office assistance of such caliber 
and experience that his mind may be freed from the petty de- 

tails of office routine that are multiplying so rapidly in the last 
few years. I desire exceedingly to have more time to devote 
to very close supervision of the work of our more inexperi- 


enced teachers and to the buildings having male Principals 


whose supervision I have left to a considerable degree to the 
Principals themselves. 

Appended hereto are the reports from the High School 
Principal and Special Teachers, which merit careful consider- 
ation.

The special chorus and 
the orchestra have held regular rehearsals and are constantly 
improving under Mr. Mason’s direction. 


The Lunch Counter, now in charge of Miss Randall, is 
on a firmer footing than ever before, and is popular with both 
students and teachers. Miss Partridge, our town librarian, 
has rendered invaluable service to the school in many ways 
this year. 

During the year, Miss Mildred Thorndike left us to ac- 
cept a position in the Washington Irving High School in New 
York City. Miss Marion Sweet of Newton has been appointed 
to the English Department in Miss Thorndike’s place. Miss FE. 
Christine Davis of Rochester, N. H., has been added to our 
corps of teachers. | 


It has been necessary to hold classes in the office and in 
the corridors, the drawing classes frequently occupying parts 
of three or four rooms where other recitations are being held, 
but scholars and teachers have borne their hardships with very 
little complaint. 

We have had very much more illness than uSual among 


both students and teachers, but we expect to have the absent 
ones back again when we enter the new building. 
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In the work of nearly every department, a standard has 
been maintained, and the earnest and efficient labors of the 
regular and special teachers has been greatly appreciated.

Dear Sir: 


I hereby respectfully submit the report of the Department 
of Manual Training. 


A few improvements have been made in the work of the 
6th and 7th grades. The department has been assisted by the 
Supervisor of drawing in working out some suggestive designs 
for the courses in these grades. This makes it possible to cor- 
relate design and mechanical drawing with the work. The 
teachers who conduct the work show unusual enthusiasm and 
have succeeded in obtaining very good results from the boys, 
especially in mechanical drawing. The supervisor of draw- 
ing, who so kindly assisted with the plates on design, has prom- 
ised to supervise the design of contour as well as the decora- 
tive design. 


No changes have been made in the work of the 8th grade. 
It is laid out into three separate courses and the boys are al- 
lowed to choose any one of them. The progression as well as 
the exercises, however, are the same in all three courses, the 
only difference being in the application to different objects. 
Especially interesting to the boys does the course of mechanical 
drawing-tools seem to be. Not only does the boy gain skill 
while making these objects, but his skill is further 
increased by the use of the objects after completion. Each 
boy choosing this course makes two T-squares, one of which 
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becomes the property of the school. Thus 30 T-squares have 
already been made for the school and it is the intention to sup- 
ply the pupils in the 6th and 7th grades with T-squares and 
boards for their mechanical drawing work. 


_ In the 9th grade and in the High School, the boys are 
making small pieces of furniture: While the time is inade- 
quate, effort is made to teach the boys the fundamental prin- 
ciples of design: utility, craftsmanship and beauty. Simplicity 
is the keynote to all work done by the boys. Durability through 
honest workmanship and good construction is aimed at. It is 
an injustice to the boy to judgé his work by its commercial 
value, rather than by the effect it has exercised in the young 
worker himself. | aaa | 

It is regretted that mechanical drawing is not given to the 
pupils of the 8th and 9th grades. It is earnestly recommended 
that the mechanical drawing; which is so well -begun ‘by the 


teachers in the 6th and 7th grades, ‘may be given at least? one.

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Report of Drawing Supervisor 


The course in Art Instruction contains, in the main, the 
same as last year. In the Grades the work is mapped out for 
every two months. In this way lessons which have not proved 
of sufficient value can be illuminated, thus giving opportunity 
for adopting new ideas and methods. 


The outline is based on the state course with regard to 
subject matter and time allotment. 


In the High School the drawing department has been 
severely handicapped for years. Both freehand and mechani- 
cal courses submitted last year have been held to as well as 
possible under the conditions. | 


The very necessary subject of lettering has proved quite 
successful, one student having obtained a position on account 


of his ability in this line. 


The results which we are trying to accomplish and enum- 
erated by Mr. Walter Sargent of Chicago University, are here 
quoted. 


1. Ability to sketch with a pencil or brush so as to show 
how an object appears or how it is constructed, or to illustrate 
one’s own ideas or record one’s observations. 


2. Skill in the use of common tools and materials, and 
the ability to plan and work out problems involving ordinary 
constructive processes, such knowledge and skill as every 
householder needs. 


3. An appreciation of what is in good taste aesthetically, 
especially as regards the things which constitute one’s immedi- 
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ate environment, and sufficient knowledge of such matters to 
justify one’s taste. 


4. Some acquaintance with excellent examples of art in 
architecture, painting, sculpture and the crafts, and a discrim- 
inating capacity for enjoyment of beauty of form and color 
in Nature and art.”

I hereby submit the tenth annual report of the Evening 
School. 


ihe session opened Sept: 29, 1913, and closed Dec. 19, 
1913; after a session of twelve weeks of three evenings per 
week. 


After two years’ connection with the evening school it is 
my belief that the length of the session is not proportionate 
to the need of most departments. The need of more time is 
particularly felt in the department which has to do with the 
major and minor illiterates; and more especially in the begin- 
ners’ classes where the ability to lead connected discourse is 
just beginning to develop only to be blighted by a wait of a 
year. 


In this age of “get results” the Foreign Department jus- 
tifies its existence. One needs only to spend a few hours in 
these classes and note the spir:t of eagerness and determination 
with which these pupils approach their tasks, and the rapidity 
of their progress, to realize that full value is being secured 
for every dollar expended. The short length of session was 
felt in other departments besides the one mentioned. 


The Grammar School Department under Prin. Geo. L. 
Spaulding of the Eliot School had a very successful session 
at the close of which three pupils were awarded diplomas. 
These were John Kakis, Raymond Hart, and Antonio Gheti.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Morse Institute: 


Gentlemen: 


The forty-first annual report giving an outline of the 
work for the year terminating January 31, 1914, is herewith 
presented. 


During the year just closed the library has sustained a _ 
great loss in the death of Mr. Frederick O. Baston, who as 
a member of the Board of Trustees gave unsparingly of his 
time and ability in an intelligent and helpful supervision of the 
library work, and we shall all greatly miss his kindly presence. 


The library has also lost by ‘marriage a most valued first 
a:sistant, Miss Eva A. Eldridge—now Mrs. Charles H. Pratt— 
who has filled that office for twelve years in a most efficient 
manner, and it was with great regret that notice of her resig- 
nation was received. Miss Carrie B. Felch, first substitute, 
was promoted to Miss Eldridge’s position and has performed 
the work required very satisfactorily. Miss Barbara H. 
Johnson has been trained for extra service with equal results. 

There has been a steady progression in the amount of 
work accomplished although the circulation has slightly dim- 
inished, but this has been more than offset by the additional 
reference work. The vacation privilege has been utilized by 
an increasing number, the duplicate pay collection has gained 
in popularity, interest in the musical section has not abated 
and with few exceptions the requirements of the various in- 
dividuals and clubs have been met in full. 


Classes from the High School have been given instruc- 


79 


tion in the use of the card catalogue and reference books and 


this served a double purpose, for besides simplifying matters 
for the students during their school days, they have a founda- 


tion for future research and are much more apt to make use 
of a library if they are not lost in the supposed mysteries of 
analytics and see also references. There has been a contin- 
nance of their work in the reference room during study periods, 
and many collections of books for collateral reading have 
been reserved as formerly. 


A seventh grade class from South Natick was also es- 
corted through the building on a tour of inspection by Mr. 
John D. Brooks. 


More foreign children have taken out cards this year than 
usual, and this brings up the subject of what the library can 
do for the immigrant. With the authorized statement that 
nearly a third of the population of the state is foreign born, 
comes the realization that ways and means must be provided 
to acquaint the foreigner with the laws and customs of his 
adopted country. Accordingly the Free Public Library Com- 
mission is doing all in its power to interest and assist libraries 
in this work because so many immigrants are beyond the reach 
of the school system, and self-interest if nothing more calls 
for their Americanization. So far the travelling libraries for 
this purpose have only been available for the small towns, but 
later it is hoped that a few trial sets may be obtained, and each 
library can add to its own collection as practicable. Requests 
for books on naturalization are frequent, and the last one 
added, “How to obtain citizenship,” in five languages, by N. 
C. Fowler, Jr., bids fair to rival the best sellers. 


Books and pamphlets on Natick history are beginning to 
show wear, and the library force as a whole has absorbed con- 
siderable information aside from what may have been ac- 
quired by the scholars. |

Many magazines are provided 
and all possible assistance is given in the selection of books. 


_ Story telling would be a great help to the children, and has 
proved very successful in the many libraries that have adopted 
this method of interesting them in literature that is worth 
while. Under the direction of someone gifted in this particu- 
lar braneh much might be done to increase the child’s actual 
knowledge of the inspirational books of the world, and with 
the present material tendency in all educational systems, it is 
about the only opportunity many children have to follow Emer- 
son's advice “To hitch their wagon to a star.” It-has been 
under consideration for several years, the great drawback 
being a suitable place to have it carried on without disturbing 
readers in other parts of the building.. With the new High 
School across the street, it would seem as though it might be 
arranged to have the use of some class room Saturday morn- 
ings for this purpose, where it would not interfere with 
one. a 

The Children’s Book of Knowledge in twenty-four vol- 
umes, recently added, is one of the most fascinating books of 
reference ever devised, and sure to entertain as well as to 
instruct. 


Baskets of books have been sent to the Boy’s Club, to the 
West Natick school, and again this year to the school at 
North Natick through the kindness of Mr. John B. Leamy 
who conveys them free. 


The reading rooms under the care of Mr. Harris M. 


Brigham, continue to be well patronized, and many papers and 


periodicals have been donated through the generosity of in- 
dividuals and societies. 


There is a prospect that the lawn after having been thor- 
oughly overturned and seeded down, will prove to be genuine 
greensward this summer, and the grounds will then assume a 
more finished appearance. A fence is much needed on the 
east side as the shortening of the distance between Washington 
and Clarendon Streets, and also East Central, is much too 
convenient for the preservation of the turf. 


In June the Natick Chapter, D. A. R., Mrs. Charles Q. 
Tirrell, regent, had a bowlder, with a handsome bronze tablet 
commemorative of the Natick soldiers in the revolution, set 
by permission of the trustees at the right of the front walk, 
and on the seventeenth it was dedicated with appropriate 
exercises.

NEW PUMP 

The Sewage Pump for which the town appropriated 
thirty-five hundred dollars ($3500.00) on June twenty-fifth 
(25th) 1912 and referred to in our last report and the con- 
tract awarded to the Power and Equipment Co., of Boston, 
for one De Lavel Class A, eighty-five horse power, steam 
driven, Centrifugal Pump, with a capacity of four million 
gallons (4,000,000) in twenty-four hours, with steam turbine 
engine and heating and condensing auxiliaries and all ap- 
pertanences thereto, installed at the station and put in opera- 
tion, the contract piece for the same was ($3446.00) thirty- 
four hundred and forty-six dollars, and a bond was furnished 
in the sum of four thousand dollars (4000.00) as a guarantee 
that the pump would meet all the requirements of the contract. 


The pump has been in operation since April, 1913, and 
is doing excellent work fully up to our expectations. It has 
exceeded its capacity of (4,000,000) gallons in 24 hours, the 
consumption of coal has been reduced 40% for the (3,000,000) 
gallons pumped, and 50% for (4,000,000) gallons pumped, 
which is one of the items that go to make up the heavy ex- 
pense at the station. 
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The oil that is required is 50% less than what was needed 
for the Worthington pump. The De Lavell being a valveless 
pump and devoid of stuffing boxes, make a great saving on 
valves and packing. 


The machinery was accepted and paid for after a prac- 
tical test of six months, and your commissioners are unani- 
mous in their opinion that for the money expended Natick 
has at present the best Sewage pumping outfit in the state.

FLUSHING . 
The system was flushed in August and found to be in 
very good condition. We find considerable trouble in certain 
sections of the town caused by roots of trees growing into 
the street mains. These roots in time stop the flow of sewage 
causing it to back into the houses nearest the obstruction. 
The trouble is due principally to poor construction in years 
passed. As no appropriation has been made for the work the 
expense has been taken from the Maintenance account. 


PUMPING STATION 

It is with a feeling of pride that we can point to the 
work being done at the station since the installation of the 
Centrifugal Pump. ‘It has been in operation but eight months 
and the showing that has been made in that time not only 
confirms the statement made in our report of last year in rela- 
tion to the saving that would be made, but exceeded all our 
expectations. There were (243,285,164) gallons of sewage 
pumped in 1912. In the year 1913 there were 259,061,038 
gallons pumped or 16,775,875 more than in the previous year, 
and the total amount of coal. consumed in doing the work was 
447,910 Ibs., or 142,605 Ibs. less than was used in 1912, with 
the pump in operation the twelve months, the saving will be 
more than we had anticipated. 


SEWER BEDS 
The working of the filter beds has been very satisfactory, 
the large amount of sewage being delivered on the area has 
all been filtered and is giving forth a very good effulent. © 
Notice from the state Board of Health to the effect that the 
burning of the sludge on the beds must be stopped, if such an 
order is carried out it will entail extra expense upon the de- 


partment. In the past when the sludge was burned it would 
reduce it about 65%, consequently the amount to be removed 
after it was burned was very small. 


In closing I wish to renew by expression of appreciation 
to the commissioners for their valuable assistance and kindly 
co-operation.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES 


The trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital have the 
-honor to submit their twenty-first annual report for the year 


ending December 31st, 1913. 


~ The material facts relating to the work done at the hos- 


pital are stated in the report of the superintendent, and to that 


teport all persons seeking information on the subject covered 
by it are respectfully referred. As matters at the hospital are 
running smoothly and nothing out of the usual has occurred 


“during the year, there would seem not much more to be said. 


The trustees, however, call attention’ to the fact that the re- 


-port shows more patients were treated and more work done 


the past year than in any other-year since the hospital opened 


and the: increase has not been spasmodic or..irregular, but 


‘rather normal and steady, each year making a gain over the 


fone preceding it. This’is due undoubtedly.to. several causes, 


but largely to the wiping out of. the prejudice against resorting 


_ to a hospital in case of sickness. There is no doubt that this 


prejudice existed and was deep seated, but it has gradually 


worn away and has practically disappeared, so that it is now 


“conceded, by most people.fhat the hospital on the whole is the 
best place in which to care for the sick in order, to restore 


them to health and usefulness. 

~ It is hoped that the hospital has dcne and“is doing good 
service, and it is felt that it has become a part of and almost 
indispensable’ to the welfare and presperity of ‘the town. 
‘Under these circumstances it should be a matter of ‘satisfac- 
tion and pride for every citizen to know and always to: remem- 


_..ber that.it is owned and managed by the town through trus- 


a 
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tees of its own choice, without restrictions, limitations, or evem 
gratuitous suggestions from any source whatever; and that if 
the trustees shall fail to administer the affairs of the hospital 
for the best interest of all concerned, they can be and should be 
superceded by others. 


The expense of maintaining the hospital is necessarily 
heavy. It is common knowledge that sickness is expensive, 
and this expense the hospital must bear at all times. No 
economy has been or is to be tolerated or thought of that would 
deny to the sick the best care and treamtent which the hos- 
pital is capable of giving them, but aside from this, the manage- 
ment has been rigid in its economies and sought to keep the ex- 
penses within reasonable and prudent limits. The management 
has not, however, been able to make both ends meet, and is. 
obliged again to ask the town for aid. The amount asked for 
and given in former years is $3000. and that amount is all that 
is thought will be needed for the coming year. 


In the last two reports attention was called to the need 
of additional buildings and especially to the need of a mater- 
nity ward, but the trustees have not been able to entirely agree 
that the urgency is sufficiently pressing to justify the imme- 
diate expenditure of the money required, and action thereon 
has accordingly been delayed, but it is hoped that the delay 
will not be long. 


Miss Woodbury is still the superintendent and her work 

_ continues to be satisfactory. She seems in the right place, ~ 

looking after and caring for the sick; and the hospital is for- 
tunate in having her services there. 


In February Miss Munroe resigned as assistant superin- 
tendent and Miss Helen M. MacMonnies, a graduate of the 
Boston City Hospital, was elected in her place. Miss Mac- 
Monnies has faithfully and efficiently performed her duties 
and has given and is giving good satisfaction. 


~ The contributions the past year have not been so large 
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or SO many as in former years, owing largely no doubt to the 
just and generous action of the town in putting the necessary 
aid for the hospital in the town budget so that everyone is 
now required to pay his share of it, without any solicitation, 
except perhaps a formal call from our genial tax collector. 
This action of the town has however greatly dignified the hos- 
pital, and greatly relieved the management of the unpleasant 
duty of dealing too harshly with the poor for after all is said 
they are the ones chiefly concerned. Some contributions were 


' received, however, and in accordance with the custom here- 


tofore adopted, the names of those giving $50.00 or over, are 
put down in this report. 


They are: 
F. W. Hunnewell $100. 
- Patrick H. Cooney $100. 


The names of the other contributors will be found in the 
report of the Superintendent. 


The Women’s Aid Society are still engaged in their, good 
work, aiding in many ways in the work at the hospital. These 


. women seem never to fail and never to tire in doing charitable 


work; and the beneficaries of the hospital as well as the man- 
agement are grateful to them for all they have done and for 
all they are now doing for it. 


Fortunately, there has been no change in the medical staff 
during the year. These physicians have given much of their 
valuable time to the hospital without pay and they are, collect- 
ively and individually, entitled to grateful thanks for it. 

The account of the Treasurer, Mr. Leamey, is printed with 
and made a part of this report.

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Training School For Nurses 


For the year ending September 30, 1913. 

The Leonard Morse Hospita! :-:ining school for nurses 
has completed its thirteenth year. It offers a three years course 
of instruction to women desirous ‘of learning nursing. Can- 
didates wishing to take this course must apply personally or 
by letter, to the Superintendent, and must furnish satisfactory 
evidence as to good heaith and educational qualifications. They 
must send with their application a certificate to that effect from 
their family physician. : 

The most desirable age for candidates is from twenty-one 
to thirty-five. 

After approval applicants are received for two months on 
probation. At the end of the first month, if considered satis- 
factory, they are permitted to wear the Hospital cap, but are 
not permitted to join the school formally until the end of the 
second month, when, if accepted, they are required to sign an 
agreement to complete the prescribed course of three years 
and to comply with all rules and regulations. At the end of 
the first six months the records and work of each pupil are 
carefully scrutinized as to her qualifications. The right is re- 
served by the authorities of the Hospital to terminate at any 
time the connection of any pupil nurse with the school. 

During the first two months pupils are called Proba- 
tioners; for the remainder of the first year Junior Nurses; 
during the second year Senior Nurses; during the third year 
Advanced Senior Nurses. 


The course comprises class instruction from textbooks 
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and manuals of nursing, daily drill in the wards, operating 


room and other departments of the Hospital by the Superin- 
tendent and the Assistant Superintendent’ of Nurses, lectures 


and demonstrations by the physicians connected with the 
Training School, together with lectures by other physicians. 
It includes practical experience in maternity nursing, one 
month in District Nursing under the direction of the nurse 
connected with the District Nursing Association, and exper- 
1ence in private nursing under the supervision of the physi- 
cians who are instructors in the Training School. Twenty- 
eight lessons in Domestic Science, of two and one-half hours 
each, are given by a competent instructor. In addition each 
nurse is given practical experience in the diet kitchen in the 
preparation of food and “getting out trays.” Chemistry and 
urinalysis are taught by lectures and laboratory work. Lessons 
in massage are given by an experienced instructor. 


An elective course of four months at the Boston City 
Hospital is given the Senior nurses in either medical, surgical 
and gynecological nursing, or contagious diseases. 


Lectures are given by the physicians connected with the 
‘Hospital on hygiene, bacteriology, fever nursing, surgical 
nursing, symptomatology, obstetrical nursing, care of children, 
diseases of the skin, anesthetics, materia medica, ethics of 


nursing, and by specialists on the eye, ear, contagious, infec- 
tious and mental diseases. 


Class and recitation work includes anatomy, physiology, 
materia medica, obstetrics, principles of nursing, dietetics, and 
ethics of nursing. 


Daily instruction includes the general care of the sick, the 
making of beds, changing of bed and body linen, managing 
helpless patients in bed, giving baths, keeping patients either 
warm or cool, and the proper management of patients under 
various conditions with different diseases and injuries, making 


and applying all kinds of bandages, preparation of splints, ap- 
plication and management of surgical apparatus, applying poul- 
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tices and fomentations, dressing burns, ulcers and wounds, and 
the preparation of dressings. 


Nurses are taught how to meet the various emergencies 
occurring in hospital and private nursing as well as the acci- 
dents of ordinary life. 


Instruction is also given in the best practical methods of 
supplying fresh air, of warming and ventilating sick-rooms and 
the care of sick-rooms for the welfare and comfort of patients, 
in keeping all utensils and appliances clean and disinfected; in 
taking pulse, temperature and respiration; in accurate observa- 
tions of expectorations, éxcretions, state of the skin; of mental 
conditions as to delirium, stupor, shock, etc.; of the condition 
as to sleep, appetite, the effect of diet, stimulants and medi- 
cines, the behaviour of wounds, and the after treatment in 
surgical operations, and in the management of convalescents. 


Nurses are taught how to administer medicines, the proper 
method of applying external remedies, the best way of taking 
notes, making up nurses’ records and preparing clinical records 
for the attending physician. 


While the instruction by manuals, text books, lectures, 
demonstrations and quizzes is systematic and thorough, still 
greater emphasis is laid upon accurate daily drill in the wards, 
operating room, and other departments of the hospital. Exam- 
inations, both oral and written, are held at intervals by the 
authorities of the Training School, and nurses will not be grad- 
uated unless they average at least 70 per cent. 


Probationers receive no pay, but during the remaining 
months of the first year they receive five dollars, ($5.00) per 
month; for the second year seven dollars ($7.00) per month; 
for the third year nine dollars ($9.00) per month; these pay- 
ments are for the purpose of meeting the expenses of uni- 
forms, text books, etc., but are in no wise to be considered as 


wages, it being considered that their education, during this 
time, is a full equivalent for their services.

Hours of duty for day nurses are from 7 A. M. to 7 P. 


M.; for night nurses 7 P. M. to 7-A. M.» No’ nurse is ré- 
ited to do both day and night duty on the same day except 
in rare emergencies. 

Each nurse on day duty is allowed one hour during the 
day for rest and recreation, one half day alter Lun vi cack 
week, and four hours on Sunday. Three weeks vacation with 
pay is allowed each year. If nurses are sick they are cared for 
in the hospital, but their allowances are stopped. Nurses on 


night duty are required to be in bed from 9 A. M. to 4 P. M. 


When the term of three years is completed. if a nurse 
passes all the examinations and is otherwise satisfactory, she 
receives a diploma certifying to the regular course of training 
and practice, together with a certificate attesting to the special 
course at the Boston City Hospital. ba54 

The profession of a nurse is a most responsible one sey 
calls tor the exercise of self-denial, patience, gentleness, and 
good temper. 


A nurse is necessarily taken into the confidence of the 
families whom she serves and she should carefully avoid any 
betrayal of that confidence by word or act. 

In families where no servant is kept, she should be ready, 
as far as her special duties will allow, to render any service 
which may be needed, in the true spirit of helpfulness.

To the Citizens of Natick :— 


Article 67 of the Town Warrant of 1913 read as follows: 


To see whether the town will instruct the Selectmen to ask 
the Boston & Albany Railroad to widen the crossing at the foot 
of Washington Avenue, now belonging to L. M. Whitney, or 
otherwise act thereon. . 


Under this article a committee consisting of Horace B. 
Gale, George F. Whitney, Richard Clink, William Hoffman 
and William B. Pratt, were appointed to investigate the matter 
and report at the next annual Town Meeting. 


The members of the Committee have met and have fully 
investigated the subject and would submit the following recom- 
mendations. 


That the Town of Natick accept the crossing known as 
Whitney’s Crossing (Without expense to the Town) from 
L. M. Whitney. 


That the Selectmen be instructed to petition the County 
Commissioners to lay out and extend Washington Ave. to 
North Main St., over said crossing of such width and with such 
safety appliances as they may determine. 


Your Committee realize that while these recommendations 
are not the final solution of this problem, as public safety will 
in a few years demand the abolition of this grade crossing, 
they believe that the present financial condition of the town is 
such that it is not wise to go to any great expense in this mat-
